Money problems hit 
home; South Bay 
Ciis ers to close

_ announced that it will shut 


down its vegetable business. 
The decision was made by the 
board of directors because of 
the low vegetable prices. 
According to'a spokesman for 
the company, they have lost 
money in four of the last five 
years, over $10.6 million in 
1994. 

"We have done all we can to 
save jobs there but we cannot 
forecast improved market con- 
ditions.for South Bay or the 
vegetable business and cannot 
continue to. operate with such 
losses,” reads the news release 
of this announcement. This 
will affect 1,336 employees, 
500 which are.from South Bay, 
and 300 in Belle Glade. 

J.. Nelson Fairbanks 
announced the closing at a 
meeting of South Bay employ- 
ees. He said, "It was the hard- 
est and unhappiest announce- 
ment I have ever had to make, 
byt it is my sad job to let you 
know that, after struggling for 
More than a decade and losing 
over $10.6 million this year, 
South Bay Growers is going 
out of the vegetable business.” 

Employees who are current- 
ly working will be offered 60 
days pay. If an employee has 
worked for the company over 
nine years, they will be offered 
one Week's severance for each 
year over nine years. 

These affected employees 
will be given first priority for 
any jobs available in the citrus 
and sugar division with the 
U.S. Sugar Corporation. 

In addition, a retraining pro- 
gram will be offered. 

South Bay's principal prod- 


‘ucts are iceberg lettuce, celery, 


endive, esc&rale, boston, red 
and green leaf, bibb, romaine, 
radishes and sweet corn. 

The final closeout date for 
full-time workers is Sept. 4. 
South Bay, which grows and 
markets-lettuce, celery and 
other leafy vegetables on 
approximately 8,000 acres, 
also operates a salad process- 
ing plant, which will remain 
open while a purchaser is 
sought. 

For many years, South Bay 
has been one of the: country’s 


13 percent of the winter leafy 


| vegetables in the. United 
„States. The company employs 


1,482 full-time and seasonal 
workers, 1,336 of whom will be 
laid off. - 

Mr. Fairbanks said there 
will be no further planting of 


* vegetable crops and the land 


will be converted to. sugar 
cane. South Bay's farming and 
marketing operations will be 
closed down in an orderly way 
over the next two months and 
the work force will gradually 
‘phase out, although all cur- 
rently employed workers will 
remain on the payroll until 
Sept.4. — 

A job clearing house has 
been set up to help find new 
job opportunities for South 
Bay workers, In addition, for 
the next year, every Inid-off 
employee will receive priority 
for the job openings at U.S. 
Sugar for which they have 
compatible skills. 

Federal and sate agencies 
have been contacted about set- 
ting up job retraining pro- 
grams. Counseling will be 
offered in several areas, 
including psychological, skills 
assessments, credit and finan- 
cial problems and other. sup- 
port services. U.S, Sugar’s ven- 
dors are also being approached 
and Asked to consider giving 
priority to South Bay workers. 
Subject to regulatory approval, 
everyone who is a participant 
in the employee stock and 
retirement plans will become 
fully vested. A number of veg- 
etable workers live in compa- 
ny-supplied housing. For two 
months following the closing 
date, South Bay workers who 
live in this housing will receive 
free rent. During the following 
two months, they will receive 
subsidized rent. To help with 
their move, each will also- 
receive a moving allowance. 

"The closing of South Bay 
Growers i tragedy,” Mr. 
Fairbanks said. "It is one of 
the hardest layoffs by a Flori- 
da. company in. recent years, 
similar to Pan American Air- 
lines, Eastern Airlines. It will 
have an enormous economic 
impact on the community,” he 
added. 

-"I am determined that U.S. 
Sugar will do everything pos- 
sible to help all of the South 
Bay workers to land on their 
feet.” 

South Bay Mayor Clarence 
Anthony said, “I am over- 
whelmed trying to figure out 
how we ill;get the govern- 
ment assistance to help the 
people get a job.” He said the 
closure is going to be devastat- 
ing to the City of South Bay 
and the citizens of South Bay. 

Being that 500 of South Bay 
Growers employees are from 
the City of South Bay, he said 
South Bay will be hit harder 
than any other community. ` 

Even harder to handle and 
grasp the news, Mayor Antho- 
ny went on to’say his mother 
and sister are some of those 
employees who will be laid off.

Interdiction is essential in war on drugs e

A recently released study by the Rand 
` Corporation proposes to solve the nation's 
drug problem by spending more money on 
treatment and by spending next to nothing 
on drug interdiction and law enforcement. 
This will not work and here is why. 

The Rand study assumes that drug inter- 
diction does not work. The reality is that 
cutting interdiction will make drugs easier 
to obtain. Studies show that for every $1 
invested in interdiction, $20 worth of drugs 


is kept off our streets. 


Since first becoming involved in the drug 
war, military-assisted drug interdiction 
efforts have produced remarkable results. 
In 1990, only 10 kilos of drugs per day 
were disrupted; by 1993 the total was 
almost 500 kilos of drugs per day. For an 
expenditure of 0.5 percent of the total 
defense budget, military assistance in 
interdiction has helped double law enforce- 
ment agencies’ successes every year. 

The study also assumes that cuts in drug 
interdiction and law enforcement can be

Thè-six major departments of 
Belle Glade's government are 
finance, personnel, recreation, 
public works, community ser- 
vices, ‘and public safety. The two 
largest departments are the 
police department, under public 
safety, and sanitation, under 
public works. 

All the municipality's func- 
tions are generally covered by 
the concept of home rule, which 
is limited autonomy in the orga- 
nization and management of 
local affairs granted by a state to 
a county or municipality. Reten- 
tion of as much flexibility (or 
home rule) as possible is gener- 
ally considered an advantage to 
a municipality. While preparing 
for this paper, this writer took 
advantage of small town friend- 
liness in a larger setting to inter- 
view Belle Glade's mayor, Mr. J. 
Stephen Weeks; city manager, 
Mr, Lomax Harrelle; and Mr. W. 
Frank Green, recently retired 
director of Public Works. 

The following comments 
reflect an assimilation of their 
Perceptions of the city’s success- 
es and needs, All agreed that cit- 
izens should vote in every city 
election. In addition, all assert 
that citizens’should attend city 
commission meetings and/or feel 
free to direct concerns to any 
specific, involved official or city 
staff member, 

Belle Glade has numerous Cit- 
izen Participation Committees 
such as Board of Adjustment, 
Citizens Planning Committee; 
Civil Service Board, Economic 
Development Board, Housing 
Authority Board, and others. 
Citizens have a direct say via 
these committees. 

As the cliche goes, my, and any 
citizen's option, boils down to my 
choice to use my voice for: my 
city. 

Mayor Weeks said, "Become 
informed on what your local gov- 
ernment is about...be irivolved in 
local civic organizations and 
become a part of any volunteer 


organization that is interésted in 


the welfare of the city and will ` 
promot; instead of-tearing 


down, the image of this City." I 
understand that as caring: 

Admittedly there are problems 
to be faced by Belle Glade;‘its. 
governing body, and residents. 
Some may ‘racial dissent 
is an issue; the-real difficulty is 
the language barrier involving 
Creole-speaking Haitians and 
Spanish-speaking Hispanics. 
City personnel continue to strive 
to overcome these communica- 
tion hindrances so any confu- 
sions can be satisfactorily 
resolved for the benefit of all. 

The community is also con- 
cerned about the impact of sigar 
cane mechanization and the 
reduction of off-shore workers, 
resulting in losses to local busi- 
nesses. Such federal legislation 
as NAFTA may also affect the 
local economy. To add another 
concern, the media reports a fur- 
ther example of "higher govern- 
ment” unawareness of an area. 
One proposed Everglades 
Restoration Project suggests 
flooding the cities of Belle Glade, 
Pahokee, and South Bay; other 
more reasonable proposals to 
save the Everglades undoubted- 
ly will impact my city. 

While I'now appreciate the 
luscious vegetation and wildlife 
in my backyard, I'd like a city 
and a house to come home to. 

As I will soon leave for college, 
I remember Bruce Springsteen's 
“My Hometown.” I don't want to 
sing a similar, sad song. When I 
asked my three sources, "what 
can keep the Glades area 
viable?", all three smiled -- I 
think at my innocence.

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People rallying for O.J. Simpson but what about the victims?

On Sunday, June 19, a group 
of journalists on a-mid-day 
news show finally focused, not 
on O.J. Simpson and his status 
as an American sports hero, 
but instead.on the acts:of vio- 


-> lence. he often committed 


against his-now deceased wife, 
Nicole Simpson. 
Somehow, though I doubted 


that the viewing audience of. 


, this program'was as large as 
" the one that watched the low- 
key pursuit of O.J. down the 
L.A,.fréeways (or, as at least 
two of: TV's most popular talk- 
_ing heads poorly phrased it, 
™O,.J.'s last. run"). Perhaps it 
was an even smaller group 
than the one that gathered 


around O.J.'s mansion support- 
ingly chanting, "Juice, Juice, 
Juice”. 

No matter. I felt empatheti- 
cally vindicated for Nicole 
Brown Simpson and her friend 
whose brutal murders were 
temporarily forgotten as 
Americans desperately hung 
onto their hero, denying him a 
fall from grace. 

This same grace allowed OJ. 
to physically abuse his wife on 
at least nine occasions; nine 
that are public record, that is. 
However, his suicidal request 
was that we "Remember the 
real O.J.", as if his violent 
behavior was net in any way 
real. Having permission from 
the hero to continue in denial 


ae 


might not have made P so bad 
had he committed his threat- 
ened suicide. Instead he stayed 
to face the music. 

This seemed sadly disturbing 
to a group ofJuice fans-with 
whom I spoke. One man grew 
up just a few doors away from 
the Simpson's home in Buffalo. 
He “worshiped” O.J. from the 
first time’he saw him play foot- 
ball with the Bills and now 
wished that O.J. had succeeded 
in taking his own life. The 
other men around him chimed 
in agreement. Had he killed 
himself, he could have 
remained forever innocent of 
the charges against him, and 
thus, leave no tarnish on their 
childhood icon. They would

rather see him dead than to 
discover any more truths about 
his life. * 

It is not OJ.'s violent past 
that his adoring public wants 
to remember. In fact, they 
would rather ignote it, eyen 
pardon it for the sake of their 
hero, for the sake of them- 
selves. Because if O.J.'s real 
history tells 
it is that violence against 
women is as acceptable now as 
when the phrase “rule of 
thumb” was first created, offer- 
ing men a more civilized way of 
beating their wives with a stick 
no bigger than the man's 
thumb. 

Whether or not he committed 
the murders of his wife and her 
friend, the spotlight on ‘his 
behavior has opened and given 
view once again to the misogy- 
ny of our society. He is charged 
for having killed Nicole and 
her friend, not for having been 
the source of her suffering for 
“so many years. 

‘For those offenses he 
received little reprimand and 
rarely any media coverage at 


all. As journalist Cokie Roberts 
put it, “If a man kills his wife, 
he goes to jail. If he beats her, 
he. goes to a hotel.” She speaks 
of the restraining orders given 
to men who abuse their wives 
or lovers that are many times 
broken and often lead to the, 
death of the women the order 
is meant to protect. Only, and 
sometimes then, is the man 
removed from the streets. 

Whether or not this is the 
case for O.J. Simpson has yet 

proven in a court of law. 
But, even’so, the nine reports 
of physical-abuse are there on 
the books. 

Does this mean that he can't 
still be a sportshero to those: 
who have admired him for 
years? Maybe it means that we 
should do as he requested and 
remember.the real O.J., not in 
denial, but with truth and can- 
dor of all that he was and is, 
He is.a Heisman trophy win- 
ner, a fantastic football player, 
and TY personality. He is also’ 
someone who often has a dis- 
turbingly violent private life 
and who physically abused his 


wife, We can still admire his 
running ability and his. person- 
able way with the public while 
admitting’ that he made 

choices in his personal i A 
tionships, Maybe the hard-core 
Juice fans who wish he had 
succeeded in suicide are, in the 
only. way they know, showing 


compassion looks more like 
fear of disillusionment. Maybe 
we should look again at the 
way we create role models af 
sports personalities, (that's KU 
talk for hero worship), or of 
anyone. 

If we learn anything at all 
from this, it could be that 
admiration on an unstable self- 
esteem foundation often 
becomes worship, which can 
lead to disappointment, as was 
discovered by one of the Jug’ 
fans who said, obviously over- 
looking himself, "If we can't 
trust O.J., who can we trust?"

Jim Greer, residential recy- 
cling coordinator, Solid 
Waste Authority of Palm 
Beach County. When prod- 
ucts are purchased in pack- 
ages that are either recycled 
or recyclable the loop is 
closed and true recycling 
takes place, Mr. Greer said. 
As of March 1994, Palm 
Beach County's recycling pro- 
gram added the collection of 
eluminum materials such as 
foil and pie plates, drink 
boxes and milk/juice cartons, 
brown paper grocery bags, 
corrugated cardboard boxes, 
magazines, catalogs and 


phone books to the list of , 
acceptable recycling materi- 
al. The program continues to 
accept glass containers of all 
colors, aluminum cans, plas- 
tic containers with a 1 or 2 
within the recycling symbols, 
and newspapers, includin 
inserts. É 

The SWA is the public 
agency providing the county 
with a comprehensive and 
cost-effective system for solid 
waste disposal. This system 
currently includes a waste- 
to-energy plant, five regional 
transfer stations, landfill | 
operations, a compost facili- 
ty, hazardous waste coll 
tion programs, and a materi- 
als recycling facility.
